Workers 1 Riots at Morava ka Oatxava 

15* “On 6 and 7 June 1953, there jwere workers 1 riots at Moravaka Ostrava in which about 
10,000 people took past. The riots vero caused by five citizens, 1 e, one woman, two 
members of the Security Corps and two workers. All were arrested. Thousand* of 
workers marched through Moravaka Ostrava and were □ topped by tho 6MB with submachine 
guns, workers militia and military units. The soldiers had bayonets on their rifles. 

When the rioters saw the soldiers marching toward them they ohoutadt 'The soldiers 
should go always with the people 1 , with the result that the officers gave orders to 
the soldiers to put their rifles back on their shoulders. The SNB showed a much more 
dangerous attitude than the army. The factory militia showed tho most antagonistic 
attitude and beat the rioters with rifles. About 50 rioters were slightly injured. 

Nobody was killed. The rioters requested a return to the old currency. The Communict 
Party bosses promised the rioters compensation for working hours lost during the riots,
